Department yesterday afternoon. The 
note was transmitted in code by Am­ 
bassador Page of London, and was de­ 
ciphered only a few minutes before 
Mr. Bryan left the State Department.

T he S tate Board of Control and Con 
troller have no hesitancy in asserting 
th a t "With the expenditure of $25,000 a 
year for the State Purchasing Depart­ 
m ent. a minim um net saving of $200,- 
©OO a year can be accomplished, be­ 
ginning in the very first year of its ex­ 
istence. 
During the last 
three 
years 
the 
Board of Control has found it neces­ 
sary to make centralized purchases of 
certain articles. Invariably the saving 
has ranged from 15 to 30 per cent. 
It is elem entary th at where the state 
Enters into contracts at 
twenty 
or 
twenty-five different places for the pur­ 
chase of quantities of the same arti­ 
cle, instead of entering into one con­ 
tra c t for the entire amount, the bids
